Response to Amendment 

Claims 1,16 have been amended, Claims 18 and 19 have been added and 
claims 2-4, 7-8, 1 4 and 1 5 are canceled. Hence, claims 1,5,6, 9-1 2 and 1 6-1 9 are 
pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Upon further consideration of the reference in view of Applicant's argument, the 
Examiner is relying upon Applicant's arguments for the patentability of the instant 
claims, specifically Applicant's argument that the references fail to teach or fairly 
suggest polyhydroxyalkanoate (PHA) and a triblock amphiphilic molecule and the 
specific concentration was found persuasive and therefore the rejection of the claims 
has been withdrawn. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
